Rusk  set  to  return 

GENEVA  (UPI)  — Secretary 
of  State  Dean  Rusk  will  delay 
his  departure  ‘from  Geneva  if 
the  Soviet  Union  shows  definite 
sign  today  of  willingness  to  com- 
promise on  Berlin,  American  of- 
ficials said.

Swiss  journey 
summer  trip 
for  professor 

A BYU  geology  professor  has, 
received  an  invitation  to  attend 
the  International  Field  Institute 
this  summer  which  will  study 
the  structure  of  the  Alpine 
mountain  system  in  Switzerland. 

Dr.  Lehi  F.  Hintze,  associate 
professor  of  geology,  was  cho- 
sen to  participate  from  a field 
of  85  applicants.  Twenty-four 
other  college  professors  as  well 
as  seven  recognized  Swiss  ge- 
ological scientists  are  included 
in  the  groups. 

Sponsored  by.  the  American 
Geological  Institute  under  a 
grant  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation,  the  Institute  will 
give  participants  an  opportunity 
to  study  the  geologically  impor- 
tant areas  of  the  Swiss  Alps. 
Research  studies  of  this  moun- 
tain system  serve  as  the  stand- 
ard of  comparison  for  other  fold 
mountain  systems  in  the  world. 

Dr.  Hintze  has  been  a mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  since  1955.  He 
received  the  A.B.  degree  in  1941 
from  the  University  of  Utah. 
The  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees 
were  earned  at  Columbia  Uni- 
versity in  1948  and  1951. 
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Stone  rolls  into  office,  takes 
president’s  post  by  143  votes 


Highly  controversial  student 
elections  climaxed  Friday  night 
at  the  Inaugural  Ball  with  the 
announcement  of  Dave  Stone  as 
next  year’s  studentbody  presi- 
dent. 

STONE  EDGED  Pat  Brian  by 
a narrow  143-vote  margin.  The 
tally  showed  2,900  votes  for 
Stone  and  2,757  for  Brian.  Geo- 
rgeanna  Ward,  assistant  student 
coordinator,  said  51  votes  were 
tabulated  for  write-in  candi- 
dates, Paul  Richards,  former 
Universe  editor  receiving  sev- 
eral. 

Final  voting  put  the  following 
students  in  next  year’s  student- 
body  offices:  Orion  Wood,  vice 
president  of  social  activities; 
Will  Whittle,  vice  president  of 
student  relations;  Maria  Toron- 
to, vice  president  of  cultural  ac- 
tivities; Fred  Streuling,  vice 
president  of  finance. 

Despite  the  controversial  cam- 
paign, only  5,708  students, 
slightly  more  than  50  per  cent 
of  the  studentbody,  voted  in  the 
final  elections,  compared  to  33 
per  cent  in  the  primaries,  Floyd 
Braunberger,  elections  commit- 
tee chairman  said.  The  largest 
turnout  of  balloters  ever  record- 
ed was  in  1955  when  80  per  cent 
of  the  studentbody  voted. 

BRIAN  RAN  against  Henry 
Heilesen  for  studentbody  presi- 
dent last  year  and  was  defeated 
by  275  votes.  On  being  called  on 
to  talk  by  Stone  as  soon  as 
Stone  came  forward  to  make  his 
speech  at  the  Inaugural  Ball, 
Brian  said  he  would  wholeheart- 
edly support  Stone.  Stone  said 
to  the  Universe  that  he  thought 
it  was  a very  gentlemanly  thing 
for  Brian  to  do  in  view  of  the 
nature  of  the  campaign.

Dixon  file 
received 
by  library 

Archives  of  the  Library  have 
received  the  congressional  files 
of  former  Utah  Congressman 
Henry  Aldous  Dixon,  who  serv- 
ed three  terms,  1955-1960. 

Eighteen  feet  of  shelf  space  is 
utilized  in  storing  108  boxes  con- 
taining the  Dixon  papers  com- 
prising house  bills  that  he  intro- 
duced, speeches,  committee  re- 
ports and  correspondence.  A 
large  portion  of  the  files  con- 
cerns agricultural  material  ac- 
cumulated while  the  Utah  repre- 
sentative served  on  the  House 
Agricultural  Committee. 

THE  DIXON  collection  also 
includes  a three-volume  set  tit- 
led “Six  Years  in  Congress,” 
which  provides  an  overview  of 
his  more  important  activities 
during  his  tenure  in  office. 

Researchers,  political  science 
and  history  students  of  the  fu- 
ture should  find  the  Dixon  col- 
lection an  important  source  of 
information  on  the  development 
of  Utah  resources  as  well  as  on 
the  84th  through  86th  sessions 
of  Congress,  according  to  Ralph 
Hansen,  university  archivist. 

THE  FORMER  UTAH  GOP 
congressman  and  one-time  pres- 
ident of  Utah  State  University 
is  currently  teaching  a class  in 
educational  philosophy  at  BYU. 
Now  an  Ogden  resident.  Dr.  Dix- 
on graduated  from  BYU  and  re- 
ceived the  Ph.D.  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  California.

Protests  move 

Dear  Editor: 

I resent  greatly  and  strongly 
protest  the  action  of  the  so- 
called  Publications  Board  in  the 
censuring  of  Paul  Richards.  I 
resent  their  bungling  and  ir- 
responsible action  carried  out 
in  an  emotional  scare  maneuver, 
which,  thank  goodness,  did  more 
good  than  bad.

On  the  sur- 
face it  looks  as  though  they  met 
to  censure  Richards  because  of 
his  editorial  stand.  But  that  isn’t 
the  feeling  I get  from  reading 
their  statement  and  the  stories, 
not  only  in  the  Universe  but 
Salt  Lake  papers,  as  well.
